Small but Select Field to Contest 



Voltigeur-The Plying Dutchman 
Race One of Most Famous 
in English History. 



*Tis written somewhere that “Mate-lies are tl»e 
elementary particles from which racing sprung’’ and 
merely because of this they are interesting, but, 
with the postwar boom in racing in progress and 
rumors of matches filling the air, a look -back at 
some of the old-time struggles is rather fascinating. 

The first match on record took place in 1377 
between Richard II., then Prince of Wales, and the 
Earl of Arundel, owners up. and the future king 
was lieaten. The next recorded match took place 
at Newmarket on March 8, 1622. It was for £100 
and was between horses belonging to Lord Salis- 
bury and the Duke of Buckingham and the former’s 
horse won. 

Then in 1666 the first instance of the payment 
of a forfeit is chronicled in a match between 
Lord Mountgarret and Mr. Elliott, in which the 
former received and the latter paid forfeit, and 
in the following year colors were chronicled for 
the first time, as in a match between Mr. Elliott 
and the Hon. Howard the former’s colors were 
white and the latter’s green. 

About ten years later the name of 'jjregonwell 
Frnmpton appeared in connection with the turf, 
and in particular with matches. On St. Patrick’s 
day in 1673 his horse, Nutmegge, beat Lord Mon- 
tague of Cowdray’s Lusty in a match for. some say. 
£900, and in the following year he ran two 
mutches for £1,000 within a week: the one against 
u horse of Sir Robert Howard’s son and the other 
at Salisbury. Then comes the time of the prob- 
ably baseless scandal about bis horse Dragon. The 
story, as told by Dr. Hawkesworth in 1733, goes 
that Mr. Frampton’s stallion Dragon beat a mare 
in a match for £1.009 and that the mare’s owner, 
being disappointed at the result, offered to race 
her for £2.000 against any mare or gelding; where- 
upon Mr. Frampton qualified Dragon for the match 
on the following day, which he won and from the 
results of which died soon after. This is probably 
an absolutely baseless tale, as there were several 
Dragons about at this time. 

An amusing tale is that of the match between Mr. 
Fraiuptou’s favorite horse — probably either Spider 
or Pont* — and a horse called Merlin, whose chief 
Imcker was Sir William Strickland. Merlin was 
sent to Newmarket to complete his training under j 
u man named Heseltine. Frampton’s jockey met 
Heseltine soon after and suggested that the}' should, 
on their own account, try the two horses together, 
so that they could know the best and both make 
fortunes on the result. Heseltine wrote to Sir Wil- 
liam Strickland about this and he immediately con- 
sented, but told Heseltine to put seven jiouuds 
more weight upon Merlin. Frampton also con- 
sented, and also put up seven pounds extra on his 
horse. Merlin won the trial by a half length, so 
that the match to Hcseltine’s stable looked a good 
thing f« r Merlin, and to Framptou’s stable looked 
something like a certainty for their horse. The 
stakes were doubled, as both parties were, not 
kuoiviug the other’s game, confident. The match 
came off and resulted in a win for Merlin by 

about tlie same distance as he had won the secret 

trial, and so much money was lost that the legis- 

lature introduced a bill to prevent the recovery of 
any sum exceeding ten pounds bet on a horse race. 
Ill addition to his many matches, Frampton was 

a keen cockfighter and also raced mules at New- 
market. H»s picture by Wooton is typical, as it 
represents him with a jockey’s whip in liis hand, 
a fighting cock- on the table beside him, and a 
greyhound at his feet. 

MATCHES UNDER HEAVY WEIGHTS. 

Iu most of the matches light weights were car- 
ried, blit in 1727 a match was run over four miles 
between Mr. Vane’s mare, Dahl Charlotte with 232 
IKiunds up, and Mr. Ashby’s Swinger with 243 
pounds ui>. and won by the former, and these 
weights were eclipsed at the Vonk spring meeting 
of 17t». when, according to Orton, there was a 
mulch tor 100 guineas between Mr. Maynard’s bay 
mare uud Mr. Baker’s gray horse,’ each to carry 
4 pounds. The horse started favorite, hut the 
mure won. 

la 1799. to be firet-ise on March 23 of that year, 
the historic match between Sir Henry Tempest 
Vane’s liambletouiau and Mr. Cooksou’s Diamond 
took place. Both horses were seven -year-olds, and 
the former carried 113 (>ounds and was ridden by 
Frum is Buckle and allowed the latter, which was? 
ridden by Fitzpatrick, three pounds, liambletouiau 
was Yorkshire trained and bred and was iu addi- 
tion a Leger winner, so was strongly supported 
by the north, while the south pinned their faith 
to Diamond. The slakes were 3.000 guineas, ami 
the match was run over the Beacon course, which 
then, as now, was four miles one-eighth and 138 
yards. The betting at the start was 3 to 4 on 
Uumbletouian, which was mostly in front for the

R. L. BAKER TO RETIRE FROM RACING I PARI-MUTUELS GAIN IN POPULARITY 



Resigns as Manager of the Lexington Track and Irish Turfmen Advocate Introduction of -Iron 



Offers Kingston Farm for Sale. 

LEXINGTON. Ky., November 12. — R. L. Baker 
last night announced his resignation as manager 
of the Kentucky Jockey Club's Lexington track to 
take effect December 31, and his retirement from 
active business by March 1 next. His resignation, 
growing out of liis decision to retire from racing, 
was addressed to president J. N. Camden, vice- 
president ami general manager M. .T. Winn and the 
board of directors of the Kentucky Jin-key Club, 
and was mailed in duplicate last night. 

It is part of Colonel Baker’s plans to sell King- 
ston Farm, the magnificent thoroughbred breeding 
establishment on Russell Cave pike, and he said 
last night that two breeders, one of thoroughbreds 
and one of trotters, have priced the place, the latter 
having made a bid in excess of $200,000. which 
was not accepted. 

This decision on the part of Colonel Baker will 
be received with surprise and regret by the people 
of Lexington and vicinity, where he has come to 
be known as one of the best and most successful 
business men of the blue grass region. He lias 
engaged in many enterprises since lie started life 
in liis teens as a stockman and trader and he has 
never been a failure in any of them. 

When he became identified with the management 
of the local race track the Kentucky Association 
stock was selling at par. When it was sold last 
winter to the Kentucky Jin-key Club the original 
stockholders realised $3 for every $1 invested. 
Under his management this year the track showed 
its greatest returns, both to its owners, the horse- 
men and to the public as well, for the racing was 
of the best. There is lure no intimation as to 
who may succeed Colonel Baker as manager of the 
local track. 

1 olonel Baker left today for Louisville for a minor 
operation, which will keep him in his room for sev- 
eral days,

Men” in Ireland — A Lesson from This Country. 



(BY FRANCIS NELSON.) 

TORONTO, Out., November 12. — Tiie meeting of 
the Irish Ih»rse Breeders’ Association (Missed a 
resolution on the subject of the necessity of in- 
creased race values that is taken as indicating their 
advocacy of the introduction of the pari-mutuel 
into a country where the only method of turf specu- 
lation is the hookmaking system. The wording 
of the resolution was as follows; 

“That the Irish Horse Breeders’ Association 
earnestly petition the stewards of the Turf Club 
to appoint a committee to examine and report on 
the methods pursued iu France and Australia which 
enable these countries so to increase the value of 
their races and decrease the forfeits and other ex- 
penses of racing as to render it possible for the 
smallest breeder to test liis horses on the race 
course.’’ 

The Irish investigators could perhaps find in 
America more valuable information on their point 
than in either France or Australia. In the former 
country, especially, it is a long time since ln>ok- 
makiug has been recognized, and thus the com- 
parison in conditions is not of such recent date as 
to offer incontestable conclusions. 

On the other hand, it is possible, because of the 
recent introduction of the machine in certain parts 
of the United States, to arrive at a direct compari- 
son of results as far as increase of purse money is 
concerned. It is possible to go farther than that, 
and compare the two cases almost side by side. 

Two weeks ago there was racing at the great 
metropolitan City of New* York, the richest and 
most populous city of the western hemisphere, under 
the oral system, and also in Maryland, a much 
smaller and much less important racing community, 
in the latter state the mutuel system is operated, 
and purses are far in excess of anything at New 
York or Saratoga. In Kentucky owners race under 
the mutuel method foi purses much more valuable 
than New York can offer, or than Kentucky of- 
fered when the hookmaking system was in force 
there. 

If there Is any one result from the change that is 
beyond question is the tremendous increase in 
the returns to owners and breeders. Iu Canada anil 
the United States owners are a whole generation 
ahead of British owners in the matter of less ex- 
pense to themselves and greater revenue from the 
public. A Canadian owner can make an cutry in a 
$7,300 race like the King’s Flute or the Toronto 
Cup for a five-dollur bill. In Ireland it would 
cost him $130, and he thinks he is lucky because 
that is a reduction of two per cent, when it was 
formerly three per cent. We can learn niauy things 
from the British turf, but the opportunity to learn 
is not entirely one-sided.

Mud Runners Hold Sway at Pim- 
lico Yesterday — Winners 
Home by Big Margins. 



PIMLICO, Md., November 12. — The fall meeting 
of the Maryland Jockey Club will come to an end 
tomorrow with the first running of the Pimlico 
Cup as the chief attraction of the closing day pro- 
gram. The Pimlico Cup was established to en- 
courage long distance racing, and it has met the 
same fate of other long distance features decided 
during the year — a small field for its initial 
running. Four are named to start — Exterminator, 
always a dangerous factor in long distance racing; 
Mad Hatter, winner of the Latonin Championship 
Stakes; Royoe Rools, which furnished Pimlico race- 
goers a big surprise in the Bowie Handicap last 
Saturday, when he defeated such cracks as Cudgel, 
Mad Ilatter, Boniface and Exterminator, and Wood- 
trap. Exterminator is the top weight and is the 
only one of the four that has gone the trying dis- 
tance of the Cup— two miles and a quarter. Royce 
Rools is in at 100 pounds and Mad Hatter at 
110. It should provide a great race and a befit- 
ting finale to a wonderfully successful season at 
the old hilltop track. The track W’ill be heavy, 

but a!i the carded starters in the big race are 
pronounced mud runners. A large crowd is ex- 
pected to be present to see the final day’s sport. 

Mud runners had their opportunity at Pimlico this 
afternoon. Small fields went to the post in a ma- 
jority of the races and tame contests were in order. 
The Monkton Steeplechase over the three-mile course 
was one of the attractions and proved easy for Ral 
Parr’s Warlock, which won by a big margin aft°r 
trailing his opponents until the last turn of the 
field. Elysian might have beaten Warlock bad 
he not fallen to his knees at the nineteenth jump, 
lie was leading by a length going over that fence, 
but in landing all but fell. Rush had a stout hold 
of him. however, and the horse scrambled to his 
feet and finished the course, beating Bnrklie out 
five lengths for second place. 

Slippery Elm made a show* of his opponents in 
the Rennert Handicap, a dash of a mile, which lie 
won under a pull by six lengths.

John Ililton was judge and 
Mr. Betts the starter. Sir II. T. Vane was so 
proud of his win that he drove in a post-clialse and 
four to London to tell all the news and rode 
Hambletonian in the park the following week. 

The pictures of this match — the start and the 
finish — by Sartorius are too well known to need 
description, but are rarely found in good condition 
nowadays, and are becoming gems in the sporting 
print collector’s collection. There are also single 
prints of these two horses by the same artist, which 
are, I think, even rarer than the other two. _ 

In 1804 the famous Mrs. Thornton, Alicia Mey- 
nell, rode her famous match against Mr. Flint on 
his Brown Thornville for 500 guineas and a side 
bet of 1,000 guineas. Brown Thornville w’on, and 
Vinagarella, Mrs. Thomton’*s mount, which was 
nearly tw-enty years of age, broke down. The next 
year again, at York, she rode Colonel Thornton’s 
Louisa in a match for 700 guineas against Mr. 
Bloomfield’s Allegro, giving 56 pounds, with Buckle 
up. At the start Louisa made the running, and took 
the lead for a long way, when Allegro went up to 
and headed her for a few lengths; the lady then 
challenged Buckle, and after a pretty contest won 
her race in good style by a half length. As Orton 
writes: “Her bold and excellent Joekeyship elicited 

the admiration of the assembled thousands, who 
hailed her successful struggle with the most en- 
thusiastic shouts of applause and congratulation.” 

In 1815 a match that created a lot of interest was 
run between Lord Braybrooke’s Sir Joshua and Mr. 
Houldsworth’s Filho da Pula. It w r as for 1,000 
guineas, over the Bowley Mile, and Sir Joshua was 
in receipt of seven pounds. Arnull rode Sir Joshua 
and Goodisson was up on Fillio, which would most 
certainly have won had lie not reared up at the 
start and lost several lengths which he could never 
quite make up afterward. 

V0LTIGEUR AND THE FLYING DUTCHMAN. 

The next great match, probably the greatest of 
all, came off on May 13, 1851, between Voltigeur 
and the Flying Dutchman. The Flying Dutchman 
was by Bay Middleton — Barbelle, was the property 
of Lord Eglinton, anil w*as bred by Mr. Vansittart. 
As a two-year-old he ran and won five times, then 
In 1849 be won the Derby by a half length from 
the outsider. Hotspur — by the way, the House of 
Commons by 138 votes to 119 had decided to take 
a holiday for this event — and after walking over for 
a couple of races at Liverpool went on to Doncaster 
to win the Leger from Nunnykirk and Vatican. 
Altogether as a three-year-old he won six races, and 
retired to his winter quarters unbeaten. • The fol- 
lowing year he won the Ascot Stakes and a sweep- 
stakes at Goodw'ood, and then giving nineteen 
pounds was beaten by Voltigeur for the Doncaster 
Cup. 

Voltigeur w*as by Voltaire — Martha Lynn, was the 
property of Lord Zetland, and was bred by Mr. Rob- 
ert Stephenson. He only ran once, and won, prior 
to the Derby of 1850, which also he won by a length 
from Pitsford with Clincher, a half length away, 
third. His next race was the St. Leger, in which 
he dead-heated with Russborough, and in the run- 
o'ff, after a terrific struggle, w’on by a bare length. 
The next day he walked over for the Scarborough 
Stakes, and then beat the Dutchman for the Cup. 
The latter’s jockey, Marlow, had dined rather too 
well, and set the pace at a terrific speed, leaving 
nothing for the finish, and was beaten by a half 
length. The matter could not be allowed to 
rest there, and, after much talk; the own- 
ers, Lords Eglinton and Zetland, agreed that 
their horses should run a match at the following 
York Spring meetng for £1,000 over two miles. Ad- 
miral Rous was asked to allocate the weights, and 
ho arranged that The Flying Dutchman should carry 
120% pounds and Voltigeur 112, so that the latter, 
according to the present scale, was in receipt of 
three and one-half pounds over and above weight 
for age. Wagering on the event during the winter 
w*as high, and mostly done at even money. Marlow 
and Flatman were engaged to ride again, and both 
horses underwent a searching preparation. The 
match came off, and the Cup tactics were reversed, 
as Voltigeur made the running, and five -eighths from 
home was three lengths ahead. Then The Dutch- 
man commenced to draw up, and gradually over- 
hauling his rival, won a great race by just under a 
length. To commemorate this match The Flying 
Dutchman’s Handicap was established, and on the 
second occasion of its celebration was won by Volti- 
geur. This latter was a great horse, but was beaten 
by a better. 

After this match other fall into insignificance, but 
the one between Sir Joseph Hawley’s Blue Gown 
and Frlponnier must be mentioned. Blue Gown had 
won the Derby of 1868 and Frlponnier had won 
eighteen out of nineteen races when they met for 
£500 over the Dutch Mile at Newmarket in 1869, 
Blue Gown winning by a half length after a good 
race. 

The last match of any importance, to date, was 
run on October 27, 1900, at Hurst Park between 
Eager and Royal Flush. The former was six years 
old, and the latter aged, and both carried 126*pounds. 
Momy Cannon was up on Eager, and beat Lester 
Iteiff on Royal Flush pretty easily by three lengths. 
— Adair Dighton in Bailey’s Magazine.

ALL READY FOR BOWIE MEETING 

Prince George Park Crowded with Horses for the 
Final Maryland Racing of the Year. 

BALTIMORE. Md.. November 12. — The Southern 
Maryland Agricultural Association will launch the 
last of the eastern race meetings of the season 
of 1919 at Prince George Park, Bowie, Maryland, 
Friday. Racing on the Jockey Club’s circuit ends 
n«»w’ where it began, at the newest and most pic- 
turesquely situated track in Maryland, which lies 
midway between Baltimore and Washington on the 
l>opiilar interurban electric lino. A season that has 
been brilliantly successful from the beginning, both 
as regards the quality of the sport it has afforded 
and from the box office point of view, will end 
brilliantly at Prince George Park. There will Is* 
fifteen day* of ths sport, and these fifteen days 
will be marked by the distribution among horse- 
men of $7,500 to $10,000 each day. Bowie’s mini- 
mum purse this fall will be $1,000. The better 
ones will run from $1,500 to $2,500. The strongest 
and most representative stables of the country 
will take part in the Bowie meeting, and some of 
the best horses of various ages will race at Prince 
George Park. Already the track stalls are crowded, 
and stabling in private establishments for miles 
about the country is rented. Some of the smaller 
stables that have been racing in Maryland shipped 
direct from Laurel Park to Jefferson Park, New 
Orleans, because of the inability of their proprietors 
to obtuiu stalls at Prince George Park. 



HOW THE INDIANS HUNTED BUFFALO 



When Possession of Firearms Became More General 

the “Surround” Was Principal Method. 

To describe in dotail every method employed by 
the Indians Ut hunting buffalo would require space 
not permissible in an article like this. When the 
possession of firearms became more general and the 
buffalo proportionately less the “surround” was the 
cliiefest ih favor. By carefully showing themselves, 
at a distance, in intervals only nhd each time at a 
different point, the Indians gradually rounded the 
detached bunches into one herd of suitable size, 
slowly converging it Into some favoring coulie 
where it could be worked to the best advantage. 
A stealthy approach was then made on three sides, 
the gap left being to windward. When everything 
was ready a body of picked hunters under the direct 
leadership of the hunt master swung rapidly across 
the gap. completing the surround. At a prearranged 
signal the encircling line crowded rapidly inward: 
the buffalo, dashing in every direction in their 
efforts to escape, were turned back by shots, yells 
and wide -swung blankets to a common center 
where, after frantically “milling” around for a 
time they finally stood practically still in cowering 
terror to be cut down to the last individual. 

I once saw a surround on the lower Arkansas, 
participated in by Cheyennes and Arapahoes (the 
two tribes at the time living together in one village 
? n perfect amity) in which the entire herd was 
killed ill less than ten minutes. * As over two 
hundred participated, each armed either with a 
Henry or Spencer repeating rifle, the fusillade re- 
minded me of the second day at Gettysburg. As 
each Indian emptied his magazine at least once, 
there were approximately three thousand rounds 
expended in the killing of about three hundred 
buffalo. 

The lethal befuddlement and pitiful terror dis- 
played by the poor brutes under such circumstances 
was the basic origin of the expressive western 
slang term “buffaloed.” It is of peculiar signifi- 
cance to one who has seen a “surround.” 

The first hunt of the season particularly, but 
nearly every other hunt of tribal participation, was 
always preceded by elaborate ceremonies. First, 
the older men made “buffalo medicine,” followed 
by the invocative “buffalo dance,” nfter which 
carefully framed and minutely explicit rules and 
regulations governing the hunt w’ore proclaimed. 
It is to l»e regretted that a full description of these 
preliminary ceremonies is impossible here as they 
are of exceeding interest. Suffice it to say that 
the slightest infraction of these rules and regula- 
tions was drastically punished, sometimes even the 
extreme death penalty being inflicted. Lite winter 
hunting was permitted sail* tbefte ceremonies, but 
even then the hunts had to conform to organization 
and rules. The exceptions were in the case of the 
encounter, in the winter only, of a solitary animal 
or very small bunch isolated from the main herds 
which could be killed without frightening the latter. 
And in case of famine shortage any Indian could 
kill to sustain life. 

SACRIFICE WITH MYSTICAL RITES. 

In these general hunts certain parts of the first 
animal slain wore always sacrificed to the buffalo 
manes, the parts being either burned or buried with 
mystical rites. While on this topic of mysticism it 
may here be interpolated that a slight amendment 
of my previous statement that all parts of the 
buffalo are utilized is necessary. 

Among most of the Plains tribes certain parrs 
of the buffalo are strictly taboo. Among the Poncas 
*nd Omahas — (Slouan family)— for example, there 
are gens, one of which taboos the very young calves, 
another the tongues, another the heads and skulls, 
and still another the tails of buffaloes, never so 
much as touching them with bare hands or even 
mentioning them in conversation. These various 
taboos in each ease fixed the tens names of the 
abstainers. There was, in fact, some part of the 
buffalo which W'as tabooed by every tribe of my 
contact, though in most coses such taboo was kept 
secret and seldom if ever divulged to whites. A 
curious instance of this gens-naming is the case of 
the Cheyenne “Haviqs-ni-pahis” — (“throat closed 
by burning”) — bestowred upon them by reason of 
their using a buffalo aorta instead of a pipe in one 
of their ceremonies. 

En passant, much nonsense has been written in 
connection with Indian buffalo hunts which needs 
clearing out. In nearly every book presenting more 
or less apocryphal Plains experiences apiiears pic- 
tures of wolfskin -clad Indians crawling up to the 
immense herds with firelocks and bow’s in hand. 
According to the relators the reds usually wiped out 
every buffalo in the bunch by this unique stratagem. 
As applied to all the tribes of my knowledge such 
stuff is what my northwestern Siwash friends in- 
elegantly term “Busliwah.” 

LEFT NO SURVIVORS TO ESCAPE. 

All Plains tribes were “horse” Indians and never 
by any chance essayed buffalo killing afoot. Their 
aim always w’as to kill every individual, leaving no 
survivor to escape and alarm the other herds. Any 
attempt to accomplish this by foot approach upon 
a large body of animals as scary as were the buf- 
falo w r ould be obviously futile, and the man at- 
tempting it would be lucky if he escaped flogging 
to death as a punishment for his asininity. While 
all Plains tribes were nomadic, their wanderings 
were only over comparatively restricted areas of 
their tribal habitation, owing to the almost un- 
varying hostility of adjoining tribes. Their buffalo 
killing was therefore always done at home, and woe 
to the incautious w’retcli who should senselessly 
alarm the herds before the season’s full supply of 
meat had been secured. 

I once called the attention of “Little Robe,” 
head chief of the Cheyennes, to sueli a 'picture, 
jokingly asking him: 

“How many buffalo you kill this way?” 

His reply, while inconsequential to a degree, was 
tersely succinct: 

“Picture -maker nil same damn fool. Mebbyso 
you loco too.” 

The only exception conceivable would be that of a 
raiding war party maliciously stampeding the ene- 
my’s food stock, and even this would logically have 
been done by horse and not foot -men. White men 
are the only ones whom i have ever seen attempt 
the wolf stalk. 

I doubt, likewise, the stories of buffalo- skin -clad 
Indian decoys luring over precipices the herds stam- 
peded by other Indian assistants in their rear. 
Anyone who 1ms seen a stampede will require a full 
hag of salt to the digestion of such a yarn. For 
tlie name of an Indian wl»o would deliberately put 
himself close enough in the path of a stampede 
to have any luring effect on it would emphatically 
be “Mud!” That mau, red or white, never lived 
who could successfully outrun or sidestep a buffalo 
stampede, and I have yet to see that Indian self- 
sacrificing enough to play the goat on such an 
occasion. 

The driving of them between “V”- shaped wings 
miles long, into pens built *t the Intersection of 
the wings, also inclines me to the claiming of a 
residence in Missouri. It might Ik* done if the pens 
and fences were stout enough to turn aud hold the 
mighty onrushes which I have seen level standing

Kashmir was pulling up 
nearly all the way in this race in consequence of 
a jam in the first turn. The Delhi horse was 
caught in the middle of the jam. Salvestra showed 
when she raced so well with Ormonda at rimlico 
track last Thursday that she was at the top of her 
form again and Housemaid has been at tiie top of 
her form right along. 

William Shea, who will be remembered by patrons 
of Prince George Park racing as the owner of the 
one time good sprinter. Tea Caddy, will have Or- 
monda and Drummond in first rate condition for the 
Prince George meeting. Darke is training Or- 
monda for Shea. Raleigh Colston is handling Drum- 
mond. Ormonda was only a fair sprinter when she 
left Maryland in the spring in the stable of Samuel 
Ross of Washington. She has come back a good 
long distance running filly. Drummond, raced in 
splendid form over the New' York tracks this fall 
and will be a hard one to beat at Bowie. Colston 
is one of the' old sehool of colored trainers. Ho is 
remembered by tlie fraternity as the developer and 
handler of Fouutainblue, High Private, Dorante. 
Berry Maid (the dam of Dominique), and some half 
a dozen other runners of the first class that used 
to race for Frederick Forsythe.

ten -inch treep to the ground. It would, incidentally, 
entail labor of construction on a scale absolutely 
unthinkable to an Indian. Be that as it may, no 
Plains tribesman with whom I have discussed the 
matter ever heard of such a drive. And “Heap 
too much work!” w'as tlie invariable comment. 

The horses used by Plains Indians in their buf- 
falo work were solemnly consecrated to that pur- 
pose alone, never being used for anything else. 
They were carefully trained, well kept and sed- 
ulously groomed, their tails and manes decorated 
with much “buffalo medicine” finery. Among 
the Comunches they always had split ears to dis- 
tinguish them from the common stock, and the 
majority of the Comanche buffalo running horses 
were “pintos,” either black and white or liver 
and white. They were trained to run without 
bridling, so as to permit the free use of the rider’s 
both onus, being guided by knee pressure alone. 
They were, equally with the war ponies, among 
the “top” horses of the tribal c&ballard, quick as 
cats and swift as swallows, with phenomenal stay- 
ing qualities. It is of record that one notable 
“pigeon-blue” gelding, the property of Asa Havi — 
(“Tlie Milky Way”) — a famous Pcneteka Co- 
manche buffalo runner, once ran four hours at high 
speed among an immense herd of buffalo, covering 
in his winding, meandering course an estimated 
distance of forty miles, during which his rider 
lanced no less than one hundred and eight buffalo! 
It is likewise of record that Asa only grunted 
scornfully at an offer of $1,000 gold for his won- 
derful horse. 

When in the chase both horse and rider were 
stripped to the buff, the latter riding bareback, 
although occasionally a small pad was used. A 
reata, thrown in loose coils about the horse’s body 
just behind the forelegs, was the sole impedimenta; 
the rider retained Ids seat by thrusting his knee- 
tips through the loose coils, guiding his mount by 
their pressure. Most Indians are good riders, the 
Comanche proverbially so, and I have seen exhibi- 
tions of Indian horsemanship that made my blood 
tingle. 

The weapons employed were firearms, lances, 
bows aud arrows, and a curious contrivance that I 
saw’ employed • only once by the Comancbes. It 
consisted of a light tint strong bone-dry willow- 
pole about sixteen feet long and three inches thick. 
At one end it was split for about three feet, and 
evidently dried in that condition. The prongs 
were about thirty inches apart at their points, 
aud at the point of division the pole was wrapped 
with sinew' to retard further splitting. About half 
way up the Y was affixed the blade of an old 
curved army cutlass, sharpened to a razor edge and 
lashed at its ends to the arms of the Y fork 
so that the blade lay at an angle of about thirty 
degrees slope. In use tlie rider ran his horse up 
behind the buffalo, aud straddling each leg in turn 
just above the knee gave a sharp push ugainst the 
tendon. The shearing cut of the curved, sloping 
blade effectively hamstrung the poor beast, which 
was left standing there helplessly anchored uutil 
the squaw’s at their convenience knocked him in 
tlie head— Montezuma in Outers- Recreation.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 

CHICAGO, III.. November 12. — Weather forecast: 
Illinois— Fair tonight and Thursday; much colder 
tonight, with cold wave. Missouri— Fair tonight 
and Thursday; colder in east and south portions to- 
night; cold wave in southeast portion. General 
forecast — Fair weather is indicated for this fore- 
cast district, reaching from Lake Michigan and 
Illinois westward to the Rocky Mountains for the 
next two or three days. The crest of the cold wave 
will pass over the central valleys tonight, at the 
same time moderating in the far northwest tonight 
and generally over the upper Mississippi region 
Thursday. 

WASHINGTON, November 12. — A movement to 
limit senate debate on the peace treaty by invoking 
the cloture was begun today by democratic lead- 
ers. A petition for cloture, requiring only sixteen 
sgnatures for submission, was circulated by the ad- 
ministration leaders and soon had more than double 
the necessary number. 

Briefly, the situation in the coal fields is as fol- 
lows :

Resolutions adopted included one demanding adop- 
tion of a federal constitutional amendment barring 
from citizenship the America n-born children of ori- 
entals and others not eligible for citizenship. Other 
resolutions: Demand deportation of alien slackers 

and enemy aliens interned during the war, with 
selective admission of foreigners. Authorize appoint- 
ment of a legion committee to spread the teaching 
of the Legion’s doctrine of “100 per cent Ameri- 
canism’’ among veterans of the war and aliens in 
this country. 

W A SLING TON. November 12.— Thomas T. Brew- 
ster, chairman of the local operators’ scale commit- 
tee, announc'd today that the mine owners had ac- 
cepted Secretary Wilson’s invitation to meet repre- 
sentatives of the miners here Friday, to negotiate 
a new wage agreement. “We will be there.” said 
lie. John L. Lewis, acting president t f the United 
Mine Workers of America, already had notified 
Secretary Wilsou of his acceptance, meanwhile de- 
clining an offer from Brewster to meet the latter’s 
committee here Monday to negotiate “a contract 
to lx* in force upon the termination of the contract, 
now in effect.” 

CHICAGO, 111.. November 12. — Chief Justice 
McSurtly of the Appellate court ruled today that 
Charles E. Chads* y. Chicago’s $18.000-a-year super- 
intendent of schools, is entitled to take immediate 
possession of his office. The ruling, concurred in 
by Judges Dever and Hoidom, denied the pica of 
William A. Bither, attorney for the board of edu- 
cation for a stay of execution of Judge Scanlun’s 
order ousting superintendent .Peter Mortenson pend- 
ing an appeal to the Suprrtne court. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I.. -November 12.— Judge Arthur 
L. Brown in the Federal District Court today issued 
a temporary injunction against Harvey A. Baker, 
United States attorney, and George F. Sliauuessy, 
cullootor of iut.rnal revenue, restraining them from 
enforcing the provisions of the war-time prohibition 
act. The injunction was issued upbn the petition 
of the Narragausett Brewing Company. The sale 
of four per cent l>eer was immediately resumed by 
Providence liquor dealers. 

NEW YORK, November 12.— In one of the wildest 



days of trading witnessed on the stock exchange 
since the World War started prices literally went 
to pieces today under selling pressure from all 
sources due to the high rate of call money. Selling 
orders poured in on the market and swamped brok- 
ers who fraiietically tried to execute them on prices 
from five to sixty points below last night’s close. 
Sales were in excess of 2,000,000 shares. 

CENTRALLY, Wash., November 12.— Forty -four 
alleged Industrial Workers of the World were in 
Jail bore at 8 o’clock today, the result of a round- 
up of all persons suspected of having been impli- 
cated in the shooting and killing of four members 
of the American Legion, recently returned from 
long sevice in the American army abroad, during 
the Armistice day parade here yesterday. 

LOUISVILLE. Ky., November 12.— Federal Judge 
Walter Evans jn open court declared here today 
lie is “firmly of the opinion” war-time prohibition 
is unconstitutional, and indicated a disposition to 
enjoin Elwood Hamilton, collector of internal reve- 
nue for Kentucky, from interfering with the sale 
of about 1,000.000 gallons of tax paid whisky known 
as “floor stock.” 

BUFFALO. N. Y., November 12. — The American 
people are growing impatient with foreign agita- 
tors and unless their attitude changes the door that 
always has been open to Europe may be shut, Her- 
bert Hoover declared here today in an address at 
the convention of Americans of Polish ancestry, 

JUNEAU. Alaska, November 12. — Citizens of 
Juneau and vicinity have formed an organization 
called “The Americans,” and have announced they 
intend to try to oust radicals from Alaska, to 
defend Americanism and to ccmbat bolshevism and 
Industrial Workers of the World doctrines. 

PARIS. France, November 12. — The American 
delegation to the peace conference has informed 
the supreme council of its intention to leave France 
during the first days of December, according to 
semi-official information from the French foreign 
office. 

BISMARCK, N. D.. November 12. — Gov. Lyun J. 
Frazier early today declared martial law in the 
coal -mining districts of North Dakota, and an- 
nounced he would take over the lignite coal mines 
of the state today. 

NEW YORK, N. Y.. Novemlier 12. — Cuba intends 
to expend $15,000,000 for purchase of airplanes and 
dirigibles with which to establish aerial mail and 
transportation lines between Cuba aud the United 
States aud other countries. 

WINNIPEG. Man.. November 12. — C. P. Ellis 
started raising foxes two years ago with two pairs. 
He has sold $10,500 worth of skins aud now has 
fifty -six pairs of foxes. A silver fox 2 years old 
is worth $400 to $2,500. 

— The Vatican has rec- 
ognized the kingdom of the Serbs, Crouts and Slo- 
venes. A Serbian minister will l»e accredited to 
the Vatican aud a papal, representative will be sent 
to Belgrade. 

WASHINGTON, November 12.— John F. Kramer, 
an attorney of Mansfield, Ohio, has been appointed 
federal prohibition commissioner in direct charge of 
the enforcement of wartime and constitutional pro- 
hibition. 

MADRID. Spain. November 12. — It is reported 
here that Portugal in the near future will acquire 
some small warships in the United States. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil, Novemlier 12.— The 
Brazilian senate has ratified the peace treaty.
